The Liquor Plebiscite And 
The Transferable Vote 


and when the votes are counted, one 
or the other of the questions will be 
likely to have over one-half of the 
total votes cast ond will be declared 
carried, as expressing the will of the 
majority which all must submit to. 

The present method of marking he 
ballot with a X is adequate for the pur 
pose of showing the voters choice out 
of two only. Any other mark, letter 
or figure would answer the purpose 
equally well. So long as the votes cast 
at an election can be assembled in 
two piles, one or the other is almost 
certain to contain more than one-half 
of all the votes cast and the will of 
the majority is thus ascertained 

Trouble arises with this method of 
voting when there are more than two 
qcestions before the electors, with 
one question to be carried and no 
ouestion receives a clear majority of 
all the votes cast. If the electors have 
to make a choice out of three ques¬ 
tions, there will be three piles of bal- 
lotas. If one of them contains more 
rnan the other two, that is more than 
half of the total ballots sast, the will 
of the majority is clearly ascertained, 
nd the object of the election has been 
attained. But if the votes are about 
equaly divided among the three nues- 
tiqns and jio question has a majority 
of all the votes cast, the, election ha* 
failed to disclose the will of the maj¬ 
ority . 

If all the electors were called to¬ 
gether into one large hall to decide 
by a show of hands which of the three 
nuestions should be adopted as the 


Issued by Authority of the 
Abberta Government 


For the first time in Alberta the 
preferential ballot, or in other words, 
the transferable vote system, is to be 
used in a province-wide election, on 
the occasion of the referendum on the 
liquor question on Monday, Novem¬ 
ber 5. 

As is well known, there are four 
quehtions on the ballot paper. The 
voter must not use the X mark, but 
should place the figure 1 opposite the 
proposal he washes to become law. 
Then he should place the figure 2 op¬ 
posite' his second choice, the figure 
3 opposite his third choice, and so on. 
Though voters are entitled to “plump” 
for one question or vote less than the 
fell number of choices, the govern¬ 
ment urges them to vote their full 
number of choices. Only in this way 
can the voters obtain the full value 
of their ballots, and the government 
obtain a full expression of opinion. 

The following statement is given as 
an explanation of the use of the 
transferable vote: 

The keynote of our system of gcrr- 
eminent is “The Will of the Major¬ 
ity shall Governi”. How shall the 
will of the majority of the* electors 
be ascertained? By their preferences 
expressed by their votes. 

Where there are only two questions 
before the electors, it is an easy mat¬ 
ter to get a clear majority decision by

(Continued from front page) 
will of the majority, the electors 
might have to vote twice before 
reaching a decision. On the first 
vote each elector would hold up his 
hand for first choice.. The result 
would probably be that no question 
would have a clear majority of all 
the votes cast’ . But one of the ques¬ 
tions would be almost uertain to have 
fewer first choices than either of the 
others. 

The chairman of the meeting would 
declare this question defeated, leav¬ 
ing only two in the running. A 6how 
of hands would next be called for be¬ 
tween the two remaining qcestions. 
Now the electors who had as their 
first choice the defeated question 
would still have a right to vote for 
their choice of the remaining two. 
The result would be two piles of bal¬ 
lots with a clear majority for one of 
the questions 

The same result could be obtained 
by holding two elections under the X 
vote method. At the first election each 
elector would vote for his choice of 
the three; at the second election the 
question receiving the fewest votes 
in the first election would be dropped 
and all the voters wiuld be given a 
chance to vote for their choice of the 
remaining two. thes giving one or the 
other be necessary majority. 

Such a method would be very cum¬ 
bersome and too costly to adopt for 
a dozen consecutive elections might 
be necessary to select a winner where 
the questions were sufficiently num¬ 
erous. Moreover the same result can 
be gained in a very simple and inex¬ 
pensive manner. Note what the elec¬ 
tors did in the two elections referred 
to. In the first they voted their 
choices, that is their First choices. 
In the second election those wht had 
voted their First choices for the de¬ 
feated question, voted their Second 
for one of the two remaining ques¬ 
tions, and their ballots went into one 
or other of the two piles and took 
part in the final result in expressing 
the will of the majority.— 

Now this result can be secured by 
each elector marking his first choice 
1. his second choice 2 and so Sn for 
the number of questions, and having 
the consecutive elections all over at 
once so far as his part is concerned. 
The official who counts the votes does 
the rest according to th instructions 
given on the ballot. If the elector’s 
first preference question i» dropped as 
having fewest votes, his second pre¬ 
ference question shows which one of 
his ballot counted for. The count¬ 


ing official keeps transferring the bal¬ 
lots from one pile to another as indi¬ 
cated until there are only two piles 
left, one of which is almost certain 
to contain more than half of all the 
voes cast and is thus the expressed 
will of the majority. 

At the coming plebiscite there are 
urged to mark his preference to the 
limit. The exercise of this choice de- 
elops intelligence. knowledge and 
judgement, and as this form of ballot 
is likely to come into general us£ the 
Sv>oner the elector learns to use his 
right to vote to the fullest extent 
the better it will be for the elector 
and for the country.

Instructions to Voters as to Methods of Marking the Preferential Ballot to be 
used in the Liquor Referendum in Alberta in Monday, November 5th, 1923 

Issued Under the Authority of the Government of Alberta 

THE BALLOT 


INSTRUCTIONS TO VOTERS 

The Voter MUST NOT use the X mark. He should mark the figure 1 opposite 
the question he wishes to become law. He should then mark the figure 2 opposite 
the question he would select as second choice, the figure 3 opposite his third choice, 
the figure 4 opposite his fourth choice. He must make no other mark on his ballot, 
The voter may “plump” for one question alone, using the figure 1, without spoiling 
his ballot, or he may vote for only two or only three choices. 

Voters are urged, however, to vote the fidl extent of their four choices. There 
is always the possibility that the question of his first choice will not carry. In that 
case he should have a second choice, and a third choice and a fourth choice. Onlv 
by marking the full number of choices does the voter obtain the full benefit of the 
preferential ballot, and the government obtain a complete expression of the opinion 
of the people. , 


(a) Prohibition— 

Meaning thereby, a continuance and development of the present 
Liquor Legislation; that is, meaning the Abolition of the Sale of 
all Liquors excepting for strictly Medicinal, Sacramental, Manu¬ 
facturing and Scientific Purposes.

(b) Licensed Sale of Beer 

Meaning thereby, the Sale of Beer in Licensed Hotels and other 
Premises, as provided in the proposed Temperance Act. 


(c) Government Sale of Beer— 

Meaning thereby, the Sale of Beer by or through Government 
Vendors for consumption in Private Residences under Govern¬ 
ment Control and Regulation—other Liquors to be sold through 
Doctor’s Prescription for Medicinal Purposes.

(d) Government Sale of All Liquors— 

Meaning thereby, the Sale of all Liquors by or through Govern¬ 
ment Vendors. Beer to be consumed on Licensed Premises and in 
Private Residences.
